Transit  Oriented  Communities  Guidelines 

Last  Friday,  the  Transit  Oriented  Communities  (TOC)  Guidelines  were  finalized.  Thank  you  to  our  members  who  worked  with  us 
in  the  working  group  we  convened  on  this  important  policy  initiative  that  will  encourage  new  housing  by  transit.  With  your  help,  we 
successfully  advocated  for  the  following: 
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•  a  more  inclusive  definition  of  Major  Transit  Stop 

•  reduced  and  in  some  cases  eliminated  parking  requirements 

•  an  increased  threshold  for  site  plan  review 


The  TOC  guidelines  will  provide  development  incentives  for  multi-family  residential  and  mixed-use  development  located  by  public 
transit.  Land  use  incentives,  including  reduced  parking  requirements  and  increased  floor  area  will  vary  dependent  on  how  close  the 
project  is  to  transit  stops  and  the  percentage  of  affordable  housing  included.  Projects  utilizing  the  incentives  must  include  onsite 
affordable  housing  and  be  within  a  one-half  mile  radius  around  a  Major  Transit  Stop. 

The  guidelines  (see  FACT  are  effective  immediately,  implementing  Measure  JJJ  approved  by  voters  in  November  2016.  The 
guidelines  will  be  in  effect  for  10  years  and  can  be  extended  by  the  City  Council. 


Processes  and  Procedures  Ordinance 


The  Department  of  City  Planning  is  streamlining  and  consolidating  many  of  its  existing  permitting  and  entitlement  processes,  and  is 
looking  for  input  on  its  draft  plan.  This  is  an  opportunity  to  improve  clarity  and  provide  greater  flexibility  in  the  code.  Members  are 
strongly  encouraged  to  review  the  ordinance  and  send  comments  to  bonnie.kim(a>lacitv.orq  by  the  November  7  deadline.  You  can 
read  the  full  ordinance  here.
